The effect of the measure, aside 
from enlarging the non-quota class for 
the benefit of separated families, is to 
devote the entire quotas of the smal- 
lew countries—those with quotas of 
$00 or less—to separated families as 
well. In the countries with largér 
quotas, the entire allotment is given 
over to separated families except for
